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PREFACE. 


In  this  volume  we  have  purposed  to  provide  rote  songs  for  Kinder- 
garten and  the  lower  Primary  Grades.  We  desire,  first  of  all, to  provide 
songs  which  the  child  will  take  joy  in  singing,  and  second, to  lead  him 
through  song  into  a more  conscious  emotional  relationship  with  the 
life  he  finds  about  him.  The  nature  songs  have  been  written  with 
this  in  view.  We  believe  that  folk-songs  and  folk-tales  have  a pecu- 
liar value  and  adaptability  to  child-life.  Unfortunately  the  child  of  to- 
day is  in  a way  to  miss  this  influence.  He  may  he  housed  and  fed  and 
clothed  in  a more  sanitary  manner  than  formerly  but  he  misses  the  lul- 
laby, the  bed-time  tale  and  Mother  Goose  at  Mothers  knee.  The  result 
is  a large  class  of  children  lacking  in  rhythmic  sensibility,  in  keenness 
of  imagination, in  power  of  emotional  expression. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  the  great  storehouse  of  folk-tale  and  folk- 
song holds  food  of  unique  value  for  the  childs  development,  we  have  in- 
corporated in  this  hook  many  settings  of  Mother  Goose  jingles, and  trans- 
lations or  arrangements  of  folk-  songs  and  games  of  other  peoples.  In 
arranging  many  of  the  games  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  change  the  idea 
of  the  game  while  keeping  its  form.  Many  of  these  old  round-games  were 
played  originally  by  grown  men  and  women, and  therefore  the  constant 
references  to  courtship,  love,  marriage  and  the  like.  In  such  games  we 
have  tried  to  substitute  childish  ideas  while  keeping  the  form  of  the  game. 

Many  of  these  games,  such  as  the  Ferret”  When  I was  a Farmer” 
etc.  and  the  guessing  and  finger-  games  can  he  played  as  well  in  an  or- 
dinary schoolroom  as  in  a Kindergarten  circle. 

Where, herein,  music  or  words  are  accredited  to  others  than  our- 
selves, the  work  has  been  done  by  childrentrained  along  the  lines  which 
we  have  out-lined  in  “Elements  of  English  Verse, ”and“The  Elements 
of  Musical  Expression”  both  published  by  Clayton  F.  Summy  Co., 
220  Wabash  Ave.,  Chicago,  Illinois.
